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World Muslim Congress 
Historical Background 


The Motamar Al-Alam Al~-Ielami, (World Muslim Congreas) was founded in 
Mecca Mukarrama and convened there for the firet time in 1926. The 
organizer wae Hie Eminence Haj Aminul Hussaini the Grand Mufti of Palestine 
and Mr. Servet from Turkey took part in thie meeting. King Abdul Agiz Ibn 
Saud of Saudi Arabia played host to the delegates of the conference that 
was called "World Muslim Congress" for the first time, The delegates 
decided to form a permanent organization called "World Muslim Congress" 
and authorized the Grand Mufti of Palestine to make contacts for the 


oncoming conferonces. 


The second World Muslim Motamar was held in Jerusalem in 1931. During 
thie conference, Working Rules and Regulations for the World Muslim 
Congress were drawn and the first election to the various offices of the 
Motamar and those of its Councillors wae held. Hie Eminence Haj Aminul 
Huesaini, the Grand Mufti of Palestine wae elected the President of 
Motamar. 


The Congress called the Islamic countries to cooperate in line with a 
project it prepared by pointing out the Zioniem threat that appeared 
in Palestine. 


During World War Il, the British troops raided and destructed the Head- 
quarters of the Congress in Jerusalen. 


One and a half years later following the establishment of the Pakistani 
State, the World Islamic Congress held its third and fourth conferences 

in Karachi. The Congress made important decisions in ite fourth Conference 
in which many Islamic countries took part. 


During the Conference, Commission was formed for preparing a new charter, 
because documents of previous Conferences were destroyed during the British 
raid in World War II. Dr. Azami from Egypt and Inamullah Khan from 
Pakistan were assigned as the President and the Secretary General of this 
Commission, respectively. The Congress adopted the charter prepared during 
the 5th Conference held in Baghdad in 1962. 


The Congress held ite 6th Conference in 1964. It was held in Mogadishu, 
Somali under the theme of "Africa is an Islamic Continent.” 


The 7th Conference of the Congress was an extraordinary meeting because of 
the 1967-Arab-Ieraeli War. 


During ite 6th meeting, the Congress made a secret decision to unite the 
Islamic State Leaders in a Summit Meeting to discuss the problems facing 
the Islamic Countries. This decision took shape by the first Islamic 
Summit Meeting held in Morocco in 1969. 








The World Muslim Congress had an advisory position with regard to the 
United Nations, The Congress is also represented as an Observer in the 
0,1.¢, 


The 8th Muslim Congress (March 24-28, 1980) 


The 8th International Conference of the World Muslim Congress wae held at 
the Salamis Bay Hotel in Gazimagoea, Turkish Federated State of Kibris 
between March 24-28, 1980, 


During the 8th Conference, the Congress dealt with the theme of "Islam, 
peace and the difficulties of mankind." 


The delegates also touched upon the secondary issues that arose out of the 
main theme. 


All the sessions of the Conference were Plenary Sessions, attended by all 
the delegates. 


The members of the General Assembly that organized the studies of the 8th 
International Conference of the Congress are as follows:

Purthermore, delegates, organizations and observers of various ranks from 
over 42 Ielamic Countries participated in the Conference. Besides, German, 
Italian, British and Turkish radio and TV teams as well as journalists 

from Turkey, Kuwait, Lebanon and some Western countries attended the 
Conference. 














Aims of the World Muslim Congress 


1, To budld up bridges of goodwill and understanding among the Muslims 
spread in all corners of the globe hence to provide reciprocal solidarity 
and understanding. 


2. To acquaint the Islamic Countries with their faith, their ideology, 
their cultural heritage and their history--both past and present--hence 
to provide rapprochement among the nations. 


3. To urge the Ummah (the World Muslim Community) to march forward with 
the Holy Quran as the Book of Eternal Guidance and the Light of the 
shining example of the Holy Prophet Mohammad, 


4. To organize the Ummah and to make it a well-informed world entity 
and to contribute to world peace as well as peace among the Islamic 
countries, 


5. To establish conditions under which the dignity and worth of the 
human person will be respected and racism and apartheid will be condemned. 


Financial Source of the Motamar 


The Islamic Union (Rabita-i Al-Islam) based in Mecca constitute the main 
financial source of the World Muslim Congress. 


Achievements of the WMC 


The Islamic Development Bank, the Islamic Solidarity Fund, the International 
Islamic News Agency and the Islamic Chamber of Commerce and Industry were 
all set up as a result of the decisions made by the World Muslim Congress. 


The Motamar also proposed the need for the establishment of International 
Islamic Peace Force, the Muslim Common Market and other organizations that 
have not materialized but will be formed in due course of time. 


Details of the Conference Sessions 
March 24, 1980 - Monday, Inaugural Session 


The session was opened by recitation from the Holy Quran, followed by the 
opening speech of the President of the Turkish Federated State of Kibris 
Mr. Rauf Denktas. Later, the messages sent by the Prime Minister 
Suleyman Demirel, Minister of Tourism and Inf-rmation, Barlas Kuntay, 
Chairman of the Nationalist Action Party, Alparslan Turkes, General Zia 
Ul-Haq, Mr. Adam Malik, Mr. Habib Shatti and Sheik Harakan, were read. 


The speech by the President of the World Muslim Congress, Mr. Maruf 
Daovalibi was followed by the address by the Secretary General of the 
Congress, Dr. Inamullah Khan, praising the Turkish Cypriots. 








Second Session 


The Second Session wae chaired by the Turkish Minister of State Mr. Muhammed 
Kelleci. In hie speech Mr. Kelleci stated that in order to follow a path 
of ecience and virtue, the Islamic countries must cooperate and become 

more integrated with each other, In the speeches delivered in this session, 
the issue of "Ielam, Peace and Difficulties of Mankind" was discussed, 

super powers and zioniem were rebuked, all the Muslims were called to 
establish solidarity and especially the preservation of peace among 
religions were required. Meanwhile, speeches condemning communism and 

the United States were aleo delivered, 


The President of the Ielamic Development Bank, Mr. Ahmad Mohammad Ali 
delivered the main speech of the session and the discussion was held upon 
this address. The Spokesmen who made their contributions are as follows: 
The Secretary General of the Motamar, Dr. Inamullah Khan, the Secretary 
General of the 0.1.C. Mr. Kasim Zuheyr, delegate from Kenya, Mr. Yousuf 
Ali Erat, delegate from Morocco, Mr. Bouhker El-Kadiri, delegate from 
Canada, Mr. Ahmed Puat Sahin, the Turkish Cypriot Minister of Economy 
and Finance, Mr. Hakki Atun, delegate from South Africa, Mr. Muhammad 
Momonied, Mr. Sait Aziz Pasha from Great Britain, Mr. Mustafa Kemal 
Terzi from Tunisia, Dr. Muhammad Nasir from Indonesia, delegate from 
Afghanistan, Mr. [name indistinct] Mojadedy and Dr. Mohd Abdu: Rauf from 
the United States of America. 


March 25, 1980-Tuesday, Third Session 


The third session was chetred by the Minister of Foreign Affairs and 
Defence of che Turkish Federated State of Kibris, Mr. Kenan Atakol. Later 
the mesecge by the Chairman of the Republican People's Party, Mr. Bulent 
“xecit was read, aad it was followed by the speech of the former Indonesian 
Prime Minister, Mr. Mohammad Natsir on the ‘place of Islam in the World." 
This speech was followed by the contributions of the following delegates: 
Mr. Yousuf Ali Fuat from Kenya, Secretary General of the OIC, Mr. Kasim 
Zuheyr, Mr. Abu Bakr Kadiri from Morocco, Mr. Haehuh “ojededy from 
Afghanistan, Mr. Haji Mohammad Khan from Singapore, Mr. Mustapha Kemal 
Terzi from Tunisia, Dr. Shawqui Hideo Fataki from Japan, Mr Muhammad Afzal 
Cheemer from Pakistan, the delegate from Uganda, Deputy Secretary General 
Sheikh Saffet, Mr. Mohammad Yunus Saleem from India and Dr. Mohammad 
Nateir from Indonesia. 


The Fourth Session 


Dr. Lutfi Dogan from Turkey made a speech and read the message sent by the 
Chairman of the Republican People's Party, Mr. Bulent Ecevit. The other 
spokesmen are as follows: The Director General of Religious Affairs of 
the Turkish Republic, Mr. Tayyar Altikulac, Mr. Seyit Ahmet Huseyni and 
the delegate from the USA, Mr. Mohd Abdur Rauf. 


Taking the floor, the Secretary General of the OIC, Mr. Kasim Zuheyr stated 


that the Turkish Federated State of Kibris was not accepted to the Islamic 
Conference, because it was not recognized by the United Nations. The 
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Secretary General of the WMC, Dr, Inamullah Khan, who spoke later, talked 
in favour of the acceptance of the TFSK as a member to the Islamic 
Conference, The Turkish Cypriot Minister of Foreign Affairs, Defence and 
Touriem, Mr, Kenan Atakol, Sheikh Saffet and the delegate from Kenya, 

Mr. Yousuf Ali Erat delivered speeches favouring the above-mentioned issue. 


The delegate from Uganda posed the question if the TFSK accepted itself as 
an independent state. Mr. Kenan Atakol, in reply, explained how the TFSK 
came into being and indicated that the TFSK satisfied all the requirements 
of having a estate status. Later, Mr. Inamullah Khan took the floor and 
asked the TSFK to be supported in the United Nations by Islamic countries, 
juet like Afghanistan, Pakistan and Bangladesh. This address was followed 
by a similar speech by Mr. Hashum Mojededy from Afghanistan. Then, the 
Secretary General of the OIC, Mr. Zuheyr took the floor and stated that 
they will accept the TSFK if it applies to the OIC for association. 


The delegate from United Kingdom, Mr. Sait Aziz Pasha noted that the Turkish 
Federated State of Kibris must be recognized as an independent state and 
that this was also the desire of the Turks living in England. The delegate 
from Indonesia, Dr. Mohammad Natsir, delegate from Bangladesh, Mr. Muhiuddin 
Khan, delegate from Austria, Dr. Ismail Bagic and the delegate from 
Afghanistan, Mr. Hashu Mojededy also joined the discussion. 


The Fifth Session 
The fifth session was chaired by Sheikh Saffet and the delegate from Morocco, 


Mr. Boubker El-Kadiri spoke on "Muslim Minorities of the World." The dele- 
gates who made contributions to this subject are as follows: Dr. Mohd Abdur 


Rauf from the USA, Mr. Selahattin Yildiz and Mr. Hikmet Yurdagul representing 


Western Thrace, Sheikh Ibrahim from India, Mr. £l-Kadiri from Morocco, 

Dr. Hideo Futaki from Japan, Dr. Ismail Bagic from Austria, delegate from 
Uganda, Mr. Mohammad Hassan Dahal from the Mauritius Islands, Mr. Said Pasha 
from England, Mr. Yousuf A.i Erat from Kenya, Mr. Ahmed Fuat Shahin from 
Canada, Mr. Yousuf Ahmed El-Rufai from Kuwait and Mr. El Kuvvetli represent- 
ing Lebanon. In his speech, another delegate representing Lebanon, 

Mr. Sabunci stressed that Turkey must be taken as an example with regard 

to the issue of minorities. 


March 26, 1980-Wednesday, the Sixth Session 


Several messages were read at this session chaired by the delegate from 
India, Mr. Mohammad Selim. The delegate from Tunisia Mr. Mustepha Kemal 
Terzi submitted a paper on "Islamic Society, Education, Morality and Youth." 
The following speakers made contributions: Mr. Feyzullah Degerli from 
Turkey, Mr. El-Kuvvetli from Lebanon, Mr. Mohammad Yousuf Halil from the 
World Islamic Youth Organization, Mr. Yousuf Ali Erat from Kenya, 

Mr. Muhiuddin Khan from Bangladesh, Dr. Mohd Abdur Rauf and Mr. Wallace 
Mohammad from the USA, Mr. Mohammad Afzal Cheemer from Pakistan, Mr. Aziz 
Pasha from England, Mr. Yousuf Ahmed El-Rufai and Sheikh Saffet from Kuwait, 
Mr. Hashum Mojededy from Afghanistan, Mr. Haji Mohammad Khan from Singapore 
and the delegates from Uganda and Philippines. 
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In the meantime, the Greek Government that prohibited the participation of 
the Gumulcine and Iskece Muftis of the Western Thrace, in the Conference, 
was protested with a unanimously made decision. 


The Seventh Session 


The seventh session was chaired by Mr. Kasim Zuheyr and the issues in the 
framework of "Islam, Peace and Difficulties of Mankind" were taken up. 
Taking the floor, Sheikh Saffet touched upon the important role of Turkey 
among the Islamic Movement. The other speakers were as follows: 


Mr. Yousuf Ali Erat from Kenya, Sheikh Ibrahim from India, Mr. Sait Aziz 
Pasha from England, Mr. Ahmed Fuad Shahin from Canada, Mr. Mouhammad Khan 
from Singapore, Mr. Nevzat Yalcintas from Turkey, Mr. Habib-U1l Rahman 
from Pakistan, Dr. Mouhammad Nateir from Indonesia, Mr. [email Bagic from 
Austria, Mr. Boubker El Kadiri from Morocco, Mr. Mouhammad Yousuf Hali 
from the World Islamic Youth Organization and Mr. Yousuf Ahmed El Roufai 
from Kuwait. 


March 27, 1980-Thursday, the Eighth Sessior 


Inamullah Khan headed this session and the discussions on "Islam, Peace 
and Difficulties of Mankind" continued. The following delegates made con- 
tributions: Inamullah Khan, Mufti of Kibris, Mr. Rifat Yucelten, 

Prof. Nevzat Yalcintas from Turkey, Mr. Cemshet Arif from Sri Lanka, 

Mr. Ahmet Fuat Sahin from Canada, Mr. Sheerani from Fiji Islands, 

Mr. Mohammad Yunus Saleam from India, Mr. Adam Mooseomakda from Zimbabwe, 
Mr. Datuk Haji Ismail Bin from Brunei, Prof. Tijani from Algeria, 

Dr. Iemail Bagic from Austria, Mr. Faruki on behalf of the Islamic Press 
Union, the delegate from the "Call of Islam" and Libya, Mr. Sheikh Rifaadr 
and Mr. Sheikh Saffet. 


In a speech, the Libyan delegate Sheikh Rifaadr asserted that they would 
extend a 150,000-Libyan dinar-aid to the TFSK. 


In this session, three drafts concerning the Western Thrace, Eastern 
Turkistan and the formation of the Kibris Peace Corps from the troops 
of the Islamic countries were adopted. 





The Ninth Session 
A tour covering Kyrennia and Nicosia was organized instead of this session. 
March 28, 1980-Friday, the Tenth Session 


Taking the flooi, the delegate from Canada, Mr. Ahmed Fuat Shahin asserted 
that communism was the greatest threat to the Islam and added that the 
Soviet Union occupied Afghanistan because Afghanistan could not receive 
sufficient support from the Islamic countries. Mr. Shahin also asked the 
Islamic countries to extend urgent aid to Turkey, feeding a half-a-million- 


man army.

He also proposed the deliberation of this issue at the Conference of 
Foreign Ministers of the Islamic Countries to convene in Pakistan, 


Eleventh Session 


The articles of the final declaration were voted and adopted during the 
eleventh session. 


Excerpts From Speeches Delivered During the 8th International C rence 
of the Wor!d Muslim Congress 


let Session-March 24, 1980 
Rauf R. Denktas, President of the Turkish Federated State of Kibris 


"...It gives me great pleasure to see so many distinguished brothers in our 
midst from all over the world thus showing to all concerned that economi+ 
embargoes and boycotting (which has been levelled against the Muslim 
Turkish people of Cyprus by the Greek Cypriot usurpers of power since 1963) 
and political propganda based on falsity can be effectively overcome where 
the hearte beat, in the same brotherly way, in a population of nearly 
900,000 million Muslims of the world!" 


"...Is it too much to ask of Islamic countries to put their priorities right 
when it comes to voting of talking on an issue which affects an Islamic 
country or a Muslim community? How can any Islamic country in the world 
take the responsibility upon itself to prescribe a remedy for a brother 

in conflict, in his absence and without giving him an opportunity to be 
heard? In the case of Cyprus, unfortunately, this procedure is being 
followed by a number of Islamic countries who proclaimed that, their 
participation in a conference, as a non-aligned country, enforces upon them 
the obligation to give priority to non-aligned principles and, therefore, 
they seem to feel free to over-ride the resolutions of the Islamic 
conference!" 


"...I want you my brothers, to consider this situation very seriously and 
to tell your governments that the Muslim people of Kibris pray that all 
Islamic countries give due priority to the cause of Islam under all 
conditions and in all circumstances." 


Dr. Inamullah Khan, Secretary General of the World Muslim Congress 


In a report he submitted to the conference, the Secretary General Dr. 
Inamullah Khan expressed the views of the Congress on the Cyprus question 
as follows: 


"As we are in Kibris let us repeat the stand of the Motamar about Turkish 
Cyprus. We always advocated a peaceful settlement on the basis of two 
distinct communities in Cyprus, each with a separate religion, culture 
and history, and on the basis of the right of self-determination, thus 














our advocacy and support for a federated State of Cyprus. But in 1978, we 
also made it clear with our council meeting that if this peaceful but just 
settlement was not acceptable to the Greek community of Cyprus, the Turkish 
Kibris may be left with no alternative but with the unilateral declaration 
of independence." 


Dr. Yousuf Ali Erat, the Kenyan Delegate 


Dr. Erat, the delegate from Kenya, emphasized the need for giving top 
priority to Islamic solidarity and gave examples to stress the importance 
of it. He pointed out that due to the shortage of petrol, cement 
production came almost to a stand-still in Turkey, the negative effects 
of which were also felt in Islamic countries. He said that the cement 
demands of the Islamic countries could be adequately met if Turkey was 
supplied with oil. Dr. Erat asserted that in Muslim countries especially 
in Turkey, there existed sufficient technology and man-power and added that 
the Muslim world would be acquiring its true power when this technology 
and man-power was united with the capital resources of Muslim countries. 
He said that the Islamic Development Bank allowed 30 cement factories in 
Turkey to become unoperative due to oil shortage. 


In his reply to Dr. Erat, Dr. Ahmet Mohammad Ali, the President of the 
Islamic Development Bank, chairing the session, said that he had no know- 
ledge on the stopping of cement production due to lack of petrol in Turkev 
and added that eiforts were underway to extend credits to Turkey. 





II. Session, March 24, 1980 
Mohammad Kelleci, Minister of State of the Turkish Republic 


".,,Our sublime nation who has gained the confidence of the world by carry- 
ing out the justice introduced by Islam, every creature of God, regardless 

of colour, language or creed today favours the free exercise of the principles 
of righte and justice for all people without any discrimination of class or 
colour." 


".,.The Government of the Turkish Republic, is on the way to making positive 
and effective services to world peace, by remaining absolutely loyal to 

the human rights. It is also against those who attack the basic rights 

and freedoms of the society. Nevertheless, to give an end to the merciless 
assaults, against the basic rights and freedoms, lives properly and the 
lands of the Muslim Turks in Cyprus, the honourable Turkish Army has cone 

to this land and stopped the oppressions of the Greek usurpers. It is by 
no means possible to tolerate the assaults in Afghanistan, Yemen, Ethiopia, 
Palestine and many other places that the Muslim World is subjected to." 


III. Session, March 25, 1980 
Mohammad Natsir, Former Prime Minister of Indonesia 


"...We all join in the conviction that in this world the constructive 
elements always exist and we hope that they are also constantly growing, 
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especially within the world of ‘slam where we have so many things in common, 
and our traditions have such a wealth of examples and directives which are 
no doubt, exemplary in nature. What we do need now is the spirit and the 
endur og will to make organized and concerted efforts, in order that our 
good intentions may increasingly evident in our deeds and create the 
appropriate climate for their proper implementation." 


"...Never before in this world that has shrunk so much by means of technology 
and modernization, has there been so wide and abyss dividing the richer 
countries and the poorer ones, and unless we can bridge this abyss soon, 

the world may irrepatably be paralyzed." 


",...The old intornational economic structure, based upon the rehabilitation 
and stabilization of the advanced industrial nations no longer represent 

an asset but to the contrary has turned into liability for the world, due 

to the continuous crises, inflation and economic shocks that are in constant 
companions." 


WMen we appreciate that in international relations in the present 
century, politics and economics in fact only represent the different sides 
of the same coin. we can feel sure that the Muslim Nations will have ample 
opportunit. .. »\*luence both political as well as economic developments, 
in tne eff :ts to build a new world order in accordance with the prescrip- 
tions of © + faith Islam." 


IV. Session March 26, 1980 


Tayyar Altikulac, delegate from Turkey, General of Religious Affairs of the 
Turkish Republic 


".,.All of us and the whole Islamic world expect this Conference to accom- 
plish scmething. For this reason, taking certain decisions for the benefit 
of the islamic world or even of the whole humanity, is as essential as 
holding such meetings and getting together with the honourable repre- 
sentatives of the Islamic world." 





"...The representatives must exert efforts for the rapid implementation of 
the decisions taken here in the whole Islamic world. If this is not the 
main objective, then our convening here must be judged as meaningless." 


".,..Honourable guests, I believe that in our age when our world has shrunk 
so much, Islamic world is obliged to start fasting, and celebrating the 
same day. Otherwise, the turmoil and the restlessness in the Muslim 
societies observed every year, will go on forever. It is our duty to 
eliminate this restlessness." 





Lotfi Dogan, delegate from Turkey, the Republican People's Party Deputy ‘: 
Malatya 


"...The support of the Islamic world and the peace in this land, secured by 
the Peace Operation of the Turkish Army, will positively effect the negotia- 
tions, and the two societies will live side by side, independent, non-aligned, 
in freedom, happiness and prosperity." 
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".,,Our Muslim bretheren in Cyprus were subjected to various aseaulte and 
barbariem for many years, They were deprived of the rights to live like 
human beings. They were massacred and buried alive, Their mosques were 
burned down, the minarets bombed, All their rights were usurped, Our 
brave Mujahidih neither gave up nor surrendered, When the terror of 

the barbarians translated iteelf into slaughtere the brave Turkish 

Army actualized the Peace Operation and joined hence with the Mujahidin, 
It got rid of the assault, and provided peace and tranquillity. You will 
breathe thia nice weather of the Turkish Federated state of Kibrie. The 
Turkish Army did not invade Kibrie. It brought peace and tranquillity." 


V. Session, March 25, 1980 
Prof. Abdulkadir Karahan, delegate from Turkey 


"...The latest development in Cyprus had been the Turkish Peace Operation 
on July 20, 1974, that wae made with the objective of stopping the 
maseacre of the Muslim Turks, and that ended in great success. This 
operation becomes very significant, when the settlement attempts of certain 
religious groupe, in Eastern Mediterranean, throughout the history, especially 
since the Crusades, are taken into consideration. These settlements are 
based on religious factors. The same objectives have been considered in 
Kibris, as in the birth and attacks of Zionien or as in the establishment 
of the Christian dominance in Lebanon. Therefore, Turkey has saved the 
Ielamic World from a plot by breaking a strong link of the chains with 

the 1974 Peace Operations." 


Taha Sabuncu, the Grand Mufti of Lebanon 


".,.We are mindful of the attitude of Turkey concerning the Cyprus Question 
with appreciation, admiration and gratitude, because Turkey has devoted 

ite army and security for the Turkish Cypriots who were face to face with 
threats of annihilation and for establishing the reign on peace and justice. 
Turkey was subjected to an arms embargo, because it stood against the 
Western world and the United States in particular. However, Turkey is 
situated on the first and most dangerous defence region for the perils 
from the East. We may happily announce that Turkey is taking steps in 
line with ite faith that orders service to peace and justice with ite 
Islamic belief that secures the brotherly ties among all Muslims by 
rejecting oppression and with ite responsibilities that necessitate great 
sacrifices. The Islamic religion revived among the Turkish people is a 
good omen for the near future and an Islamic rebirth to which Turkey will 
be a witness. And this will please all the Muslims who have not and will 
never forget Turkey who has carried the banner of Islam for centuries as 
the leading Muslim country dealing with the problems of the Muslims and 
providing stability and confidence in the world. 


I heard a speaker toubhing upon the issue of laiciem in Turkey. I want to 
draw everyone's attention to the fact that Turkey, shouldering great dangers, 
ie defending the Ielamic religion and it is being threatened because it is 

a fortress resolved to protect the Muslims. The issue of laiciem is explained 
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in a way that we do not accept, Taking up this issue in such 4 way, te 
forcing us to say that many Islamic countries are secular, These countries 
whe are saying that they have an Ielamic Conetitution and their laws are 
based on Islamic Order, are in contradiction with Islam by ignoring the 
realities, We are not justifying ourselves but we are explaining the 
facts, Turkey, declaring laiciem, is true to itself, What it had done 
wae to choose laiciem. The others who are harmful for Ielam, are not even 
true to themselves, All their attitudes are contradicting Ielem and their 
behaviors are being exploited by the enemies of Islam, Realities unfolding, 
the religious conectence ie awakening. It ie time for the Islamic world 
to solve the underdevelopment problem of all sorts. We are now looking 

to Turkey with eyes full of confidence, hope, love and pride."

"...The Muslim community in Western Thrace is being annihilated by political 
and economic murdere, where the international human righte and liberties 
were disregarded, international agreements were violated and even the

They were merely epectatore in the face of violence in Western Thrace.

The token of the Turkish nation is 
juetice. It orders peace tor all mankind without any exception. It 
rejects a rootless aggressive attitude based on brute force. It never 
succumbed to brute force. The Peace Operation of the Turkish Army and 

the glorious resistance of Muslim Turkish Kibris Mujahidin is an example 
for this. Turkey acted in order to establish justice, to secure peace and 
to determine the Intercommunal Law. Let it be known that there is justice 
and peace at the tip of the bayonet of Turkish soldiers, at the pen of 
Turkish administrators and in the heart of our Moslim Nation. Turkey is 
loyal to the International Law and she has never departed from these lofty 
ideas and she will never digress." 


VII. Session March 26, 1980 

Prof. Nevzat Yalcintas, delegate from Turkey 

Prof. Yalcintas began his address by recalling that the question of a ‘New 
World Order’ hed now been under discussion for some years. In view of 


the limited period, he had to elaborate on his opinions, he presented five 
pointe he considered essential for a ‘New World Order' as follows: 
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1. We must be able to defend our own lands, 

2. Justice must be achieved, 

5. The rights of the Muslim Minorities must be achieved, 

4. Principles of Lelam must be implemented, 

5. The Muslims should take it upon themeelves to see that Islamic 
principles are implemented, 


Draft Resolutions Submitted to the Motamar 
Muslime of Western Thrace 


In a draft resolution submitted by Rabetat Al-Alam Al-Ielami to the World 
Muelim Congress, 411 Islamic countries are called to advocate the legitimate 
and just demande of the people of Weatern Thrace which can be enumerated 

ae follows: 


1. Re-inetitution of the usurped rights of the Muslim People of Western 
Thrace and the return of all the lands which have been confiscated 
by the Greek authorities, to the legitimate owners. 


2. Removal of Greek settlements which have been established in Western 
Thrace. 


3. To grant the Muelime of Western Thrace all the basic human rights 
incorporated in international covenants. 


The East Turkistan Question 


Representative of East Turkistan, Mr. Lemail Cengiz submitted a proposal to 
the Motamar comprising the following requests: 


1. The name of ‘East Turkistan' with a population of 20 million under the 
oppressive rule of (word indistinct) China is being changed as 'Sinkiang' 
and left to be forgotten. The name of East Turkistan is not ‘Sinkiang” 
but it ie ‘East Turkistan.' For this reason, the Muslim countries are 
kindly requested not to accept the name ‘'Sinkiang' and to be decisive 

on this matter. 


2. Amy kind of visit whether touristic or not is not allowed to and from 
East Turkietan. The Muslim countries are requested to take steps for 
obtaining free visits and movements of the Turkistani refugees in order to 
vieit their relatives in their own lands. 


3. The Muslim faith and prayers in East Turkistan have been abolished. 

The freedom of religion must be given to the 20 million Muslims in 

Turkistan in order to perform their prayers freely. The Muslims of East 
Turkistan who are in a great need of our Holy Book Quran must be sent to then. 


4. For the purpose of learning the affaire of the Muslims of East Turkistan, 
a delegation of the World Muslim Congress must be sent to East Turkistan. 
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Peace Corps 


The Motamar has observed that the U.N, Peace-keeping Forces which have been 
operating on the Green=Line separating the Turkish and Greek Communities 

of Kibrie have, since the beginning of the operation, comprised solely 

of troope from Ireland, Canada, Sweden and Great Britain. 


The Motamar, therefore, expresses the hope that troope from Muslim countries 
will aleo be accorded the opportunity of taking part in peace-keeping 
operation, eide by side with the present contingents from the Western 
countries, and calle upon the secretary General of the U.N. Kurt Waldheia, 
to use hie good offices in achieving thie end. 


Proposal by Mr. Lutfi Dogan From Turkey 
"Mr President, 


In their addresses, the fellow-members of the Turkish Delegation stressed 
the Turkish intervention in Cyprue realized with the objective of bringing 
peace to this land and the economic embargo imposed against Turkey as a 
result of the Peace Operation. Therefore, I would like to point out another 
peril arising from religious and racial enmity against the Muslim Turks, 
namely, the terroriem which is directed against the members of the Turkish 
Foreign Missions abroad and which is staged by the cooperation between 

the secret Armenian terrorist organizations and the Greeks. As 4 matter 

of fact, over ten Turkish Ambassadors and diplomats have been assassinated 
by the Armenian terrorist organizations to date. 


I request the good offices of the President of the Motamar to condemn these 
aseaulte against the Muslim Turks and those who support such assaults.” 


Motamar Al-Alam Al-Islami Congress Condemns Greece 


The 8th world session of the Motamar Al-Alam Al-Ielami meeting in the 
Turkish Federated Stat. of Kibris today sent the following message to 
Greek Premier Karamanlis protesting the harasement of the Muslim minority 
in Western Thrace:

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rights which have been granted to it by the Treaty of Lousanne and urgently 
calle upon the Greek government to refrain from violating these basic rights,"

The Conference affirms ite full faith in the leadership 
of the Turkish Cypriot Community, headed by President Rauf R. Denktas and 
appeals to the OIC to use their good offices to safeguard fully the co- 
founder partnership righte of the Turkish Cypriot Community in all inter- 
national forums, as well as for an honorable and just settlement of the 
issue. The conference aleo calle upon the OIC to grant full membership 
statue to the TPS of Kibris, as it makes all the basic requirements of
